I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1941. 

As  in  the  last  two  years  this  report  is  resti^icted  in  scope 
especially  as  regards  sanitary  matters,  etc.,  in  connection  v/ith 
the  war;  and  also  details  of  population. 

SECTION  A ♦  STATISTICS  Ai-JD  S OC lAL  CONDITIONS . 

Births: 

There  were  270  births;  of  which  11  were  illegitLmate, 
There  were  9  still  births. 

The  birth  rate  is  14.4  and  that  for  England  and  Wales 
14. 2o  The  birth  rate  is  calculated  on  an  adjusted 
figure  of  254. 

Still  birth  rate  is  54  per  1000  live  and  still  births. 

Deaths: 

There  were  280  deaths  by  the  Registrar  General's  return, 
but  in  the  local  returns  there  were  only  277.  The  death 
rate  is  15,9  compared  with  12,9  for  England  and  Vvales. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  v/as  18,  giving  a  rate  of  70 
per  1000  live  births. 

There  v/as  one  death  from  Maternal  causes,  other  than 
Puerperal  fever. 

SECTION  B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  IISiLLTH  SERVTGES. 

The  only  change  to  be  noted  v/as  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Grylls  as  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  duly, 
which  was  a  groat  help  in  carrj/'ing  on  the  routine  v/orh. 

SECTION  C.  S AIRT ARY  C I RCILi STANCE 3 . 

This  section  and  the  tv/o  follov/ing  include  the  Sanitary 
Ins oec tor's  report, 

V/ater  Supply; 

63  further  premises  were  connected  with  the  mains  and 
an  extension  of  the  mains  was  carried  out  at  Mosside, 
Calling  ton,  v/here  a  nuraber  of  premises  now  have  an 
adequate  supply. 

Negotiations  are  tahrng  place  with  the  Callington  Water¬ 
works  Company  and  possibly  in  the  near  future  this  may 
become  part  of  the  Council's  system. 

The  demand  for  water  at  Downderry  continues  to  increase 
and  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  a  service  reservoir 
at  Tregunnis  to  hold  a  two  day's  supply. 

Sewerage: 

An  outfall  sewer  and  septic  tank:  were  completed  at 
St.Mellion  which  has  provided  a  much  needed  necessity 
for  the  Public  Health  of  the  village  as  previously  there 
v/as  an  unsatisfactory  discharge  of  sev/age  near  occupied 
houses. 
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SECTION  D.  HOUSING^ 

A  few  premises  l;ave  been  reconditioned  by  private 
enterprise  and  V/ar  Damaged  property  lias  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Housing  Hmergenoy  Pov/ers  Act  in 
collaboration  with  the  Regional  Officers  of  the  Ministry 
whose  assistance  and  advice  have  been  most  helpful. 
Conoiderablo  difficulties  have  arisen  by  the  occupation 
of  premises  not  suitably  constructed  for  human  habitation 
by  persons  rendered  homeless  and  others  from  blitzed 
areas  tahing  possession  in  an  emergency.  Many  of 
these  premises  may  be  recognised  as  suitable  during  fine 
weather  and  they  cannot  be  permitted  to  be  licensed 
indefinitely. 


SECTION  E INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD . 

Milk; 

The  number  of  accredited  Milk  producers  is  increasing 
and  in  all  cases  where  licenses  are  issued  by  the 
County  Council,  they  co-operate  with  our  officers  in 
securing  compliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 
Inspections  of  the  premises  concerned  and  also  many 
others  have  been  iiiado ,  with  the  result  that  advantageous 
improvements  have  been  effected. 

Meat: 

All  meat  consumed  in  the  district  is  slaughtered  in  other 
districts.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  area  should 
contribute  towards  this  work  and  a  schemo  "will  shortly 
be  put  before  the  Council  with  this  end  in  vio\Y, 

Eroquent  inspections  of  Butchers’  and  other  shops  have 
been  made  and  quantities  of  foodstuffs  condemned  and 
surrendered  as  unfit  for  huQian  consuxaption. 

SECTION  P .  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OE  INEECTIOUS  DISEEBJi^S . 

Tuberculosis; 

12  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lung  v/ere  notified  and 
3  of  other  forms. 

There  were  9  deaths  of  lung  disease  and  4  of  other  types. 
Other  Infectious  Diseases ; 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  nuniber  of  cases  reported 
but  fortunately  this  vms  due  to  a  number  of  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  respectively  420  and  194 
compared  with  235  and  15.  It  was  surprising  hov7  few?-  were 
evacuees,  namely  50  measles  and  23  v\rhooping  cough. 

There  wore  24  cases  of  Diphtheria,  compared  v;ith  37  in 
1940.  17  of  these  vjoro  in  the  Callington  and  Calstock 

areas.  One  of  those  died. 

11  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported,  one  of  which 
wa  s  an  evacuee. 

19  cases  of  Pneumonia,  2  of  Dysentery,  4  of  Cerebro  Spinal 
fever  (1  Evacuee)  and  3  of  Polismyelitis  (2  Evacuees) 
were  notified,  6  cases  of  Erysipelas  and  3  of  Puerperel 
pyrexia  were  also  notified. 

There  wrero  2  deaths  from  Cerebro  Spinal  fever,  one  from 
Measles  and  1  Whooping  Cough.  19  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
one  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  treated  in  Hospital  and  two 
evacuee  cases  wont  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Tr'iro, 
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A  large  nurabor  of  children  v/orc  iniuiunized,  inoro  evenly 
distributed  throughout  the  district  than  in  the  previous 
year  when  they  were  mostly  in  the  North  part. 


In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  given  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Assistant 
and  Staff  for  their  ready  help  and  also  of  their  ability,
